reason. Regents have expressed them- 
selves in favor of a return to the campus 
when there is a place.

v not the place. It is not sound and safe 


as It was in the days when it held prom 
goers. It would be a veritable trap in 
case of fire and its floor is none too 
strong for dancing crowds. 


The officials of the state have always 


granted the use of the capitol in years 
when the legislature does not convene. 
They have expressed themselves in fav- 
or of it this year, but must place it be- 
fore the legislature for its joint verdict 
in years when it does meet. The legis- 
lators should see that the present prom 
regime is cutting expenses, that it acts 
against expensive post-prom parties and 
that it refuses bids of expensive orches- 
tras. With these restrictions the legis- 
lature should grant the request.

of these institutions rests upon the-members of 
the state board of control. 
George £. Harris, 


president of the board^is one of the most effi- 
.cient and distinguished prison officials in the 
country. 
To him, more than any other man in 


the state, should go the credit for the extra- 
ordinary record of Wisconsin's penal institu- 
tions. 
Mr. Harris has been a member of the 


state board of control for eight years. 
Ap- 


pointed by former 
Governor Philipp,' he has 


never let an opportunity pass to improve condi- 
tions in our penitentiaries, reformatories or 
houses of correction. He is a keen student of 
criminology and psychology and probably knows 
the mental reactions of criminals better than 
any member that ever sat on the board. He has 
insisted on a high moral and business standard 
in our institutions and has never let political 
ambitions or the criticism of political mounte- 
banks swerve him in the honest administration 
of the duties of his office. 


Mr. Harris' term expires next April. 
Gov- 


ernor Elaine can do the state of Wisconsin no 
greater service than by reappointing Mr. Han-is 
to the state board of control. If he does this, 
the continued future efficient operation of our 
penal institutions is assured.

through its period of revolution and was now 
in a stage, of evolution, and that its recovery 
would be much more rapid than generally ex- 
pected.

intend to disregard completely the treaties of 
'Versailles and Sevres, and therefore obviate the

Lausanne conference 


'These treaties gave protection to minorities 
against ruthless or unjust conduct by the gov- 
erning powers. As the Turks, since the signing 
of these treaties, ha\T. wilfully destroyed al- 
most their entire minorities, they naturally de- 
dire to continue in disregard of these treaties 
and. :to avoid being brought before the bar of 
justice for their crimes. .

"Now they have declared, according to des- 


patches, that they will not recognize the man- - 
dates granted under these treaties. The Turks 
realize that all the bigger powers are ' war- 
weary and will find it difficult to secure home ' 
backing for another war.

and decency instead of disorder and jostling, 
bad temper and occasional smash-ups,
